J^IDDLEBURY, Vt., Febru- 
ary 18, 19.— For the seventh 
time in succession tlie crack 
Dartmouth Ski Team won the 
annual Intercollegiate Ski meet 
held this year at Middlebury, 
,Vt., last Friday and Saturday. 
The McGill Skiers did much 
better than at the Dartmouth Car- 
nival last week, finishing a very 
good second. 'Dartmouth had a total 
of 499.6 points with the Red skiers 
trailing with 459.1 points. 

The conditions for the carnival 
were the worst that any of the com- 
petitors had ever seen, rain having 
iallen all Thursday night and Fri- 
day. There was so little snow on 
Breadloaf mountain, where the 
meet was held, that on Friday 
morning the officials were ready to 
call the meet off. However, the 
meet was finally run off according 
to schedule, more or less. The 
langlauf had to be run around a 
course about a half mile in length 
and "thé "boys had ■ tb^Srag snow 
from miles around to get the jump 
ready for the competition. 
JUMPING BEST. 

McGiU's best showing came In 
the jumping event where they 
gained' 100 points as a result of 
taking second, third and fifth 
places. Chris Mamen made two 
beautiful jumps to take second 
place to Warren Chivers of Dart- 
mouth, while Bob Johanssen and 
Henry Fhidlay took third and fifth 
place respectively. Also, Johannsen 
won a gold medal for displaying 
the best jumping forth. This is the 
first year that such a medal has 
been awarded. No points were 
given out for the jumping, but all 
of the first five men jumped around 
eighty-five feet which was very 
good considering the condition of 
the slide and the fact that the 
whole chute was not used. 

With the exception of the Jump- 
ing, the whole meet was completely 
dominated by the defending cham- 
pions from Dartmouth. The green- 
shirted boys swept the first three 
places in the cross-country, com- 
bined and slalom. Outside of the 
dumping, McGill's best showing was 
in the downhill with Doug Mann 
placing fourth with Captain Bob 
Townsend and Jimmy Houghton 
sixth and seventh. The Red skiers 
alio did well in the langlauf, Jo- 
hannsen, Mamen and Tirrell com- 
ing in immediately following the 
(first three Dartmouth men. The 
slalom race, which took place Sat- 
urday morning saw the end of any 
McGill hopes for the championship 
when the boys had very bad luck 
on the icy slope of Breadloat 
Mountain. Jimmy Houghton made 
the best showing among the four 
McGill entrants winning fourth 
place followed by Bob Townsend 
in sixth and Doug Mann in fif- 
teenth. '

Medical Field Not Overcrowded 
Says Famed Physician-Author 

Dr, Victor G. Heiser, Interviewed, Explains Increase 
in Specialization — Describes Recent Advances in 
Public Health and Preventive Medicine 



STUDENT SOCIETY MEETS 
TODAY IN UNION BALLROOM 
ON PADLOCK LAW QUESTION

CTUDENTS should hot fear enter- 
ing the profession of medicine 
because of warnings that it is over- 
crowded. This false discourage- 
ment has always existed, and "it 
was the same when I was a stu- 
dent," Dr. Victor G. Heiser, disUn- 
guished American physician, public 
health worker, and writer; told the 
Daily on Friday. 

Hére to address a meeting of the 
Women's Canadian Club, the author 
of the famous best-seller, "An 
American Doctor's Odyssey," ex- 
pressed his belief in a bright future 
for the young medical student, 
when interview by the Daily in the 
Windsor Hotel. ''The field is never 
overcrowded; constantly new op- 
portunities arise that can't be fore- 
seen." Preventive medicine in par- 
ticular, he said, leaves much room 
for expansion. 

A splendid example of a success- 
ful servant of public health. Dr. 
Heiser, until his recent retirement, 
travelled in the interests of medi- 
cal science twenty years for the 
Rockefeller Foundation, made six- 
teen trips around the world, fought 
and conquered disease and epidemic 
on three continents. The work of 
this talU, youthful-looking physi- 
cian has by no means éniiéd. Writ- 
ing, lecturing and crusading still 
keep him busy. 

PRIVATE RESEARCH. 

More and more, specialization is 
taking over the field of general 
practice, he said. "The numbers 
of general practitioners are un- 
doitbtedly going to be reduced 
because no one mind can encom- 
pass all of medicine." 

But, ' he warned, one of the 
biggest mistakes ' a student can 
make is to decide what his specialty 
will be before even entering medi- 
cine — "the first thing a person 



ought to do is to get a good general 
knowledge before deciding on 
medicine, surgery, public health, 
or research." 

Hhe found one opening where 
general practice will not be quickly 
substituted. The country field has 
still to be covered.' The field for 
general practitioners is there for 
some time to come. 

Asked if medical research , by 
private industrial firms was tak- 
ing this pursuit away from the 
universities, Dr. Heiser smiled — 
"the field of research will never be 
covered, and you just can't have 
enough people working in it. I 
welcome what private concerns are 
doing. At times they misuse their 
knowledge, but mostly they make 
valuable contributions to mankhid." 
STRIDES IN CHINA. 

"What effect has the war in 
China had on your work there?" 
he was asked. 

"We don't know yet. At Peking, 
I was told the other day, work 
in the medical lujiversity is pro- 
ceeding as usual. But, in Nanking 
and Shanghai, ' laboratories and 
university buildings have been 
bombed and destroyed. 

"During the past ten or fifteen 
years, the Chinese have made the 
most amazing strides in public 
health, probably more than any 
other country in a similar period. 
And though things are now in a 
chaotic state we are not discour- 
aged, because wherever the Jap- 
anese have been they have shown 
the desire , to continue work in pub- 
lic health." 

Questioned as to the recent ad- 
vances in preventive medicine, Dr. 
Heiser said: "The most interesting 
and significant "campaign hàà^bèen 
that of venereal diseakes in Sweden 
and other European countries."

|7VERY year the problem of overcrowd- 
ing at McGill becomes more acute. The 
accommodations in tlic Arts Buildinc; in 
particular are being taxed to the hniil by 
increased registration this year. 

With little possibility of any Iniilding 
extensions in the near future, those in 
charge of the administration of the Arts 
Building have been making small but im- 
portant improvements. By means of care- 
ful and ingenious planning the accommoda- 
tion of the Carnegie Library has been 
raised to a remarkable figure, and at the 
same time, the room has been made very 
attractive and comfortable. 

The use of foldinc; clmirs in classrooms 
where necessary has made possible in- 
creased registration in several important 
courses. 

Just this last week a number of de- 
partmental notice-boards were set up 
around the Arts Building in order to re- 
lieve the crowded condition of the main 
board in the hall. This arrangement 
should eliminate the possibility of notices 
being overlooked, aiirl it will leave the 
main board free for general announcements 
and official notices.. 

The greatest inconvenience still re- 
mains the unncccssaiy congestion in the 
hall and on the front steps of the .\rts 
Building at noon and one o'clock, in spite 
of editorials and similar requests for the 
co-operation of the students. Since the 
matter has been called to their attention 
60 often, the students can no longer plead 
thoughtlessness. The only possible reason 
which remains is obstinacy or feeble- 
mindedness.

Dissatisfaction 

It is of the essence of the nature of the 
student that he should be dissatisfied.

The 
whole system of education at this time, and 
among the foremost people of all ages, is 
not merely to stock the mind judiciously 
with a selection of facts and fancies cal- 
culated to keep the mental motor ninning 
after a fashion while its owner needs it, 
but to develop and condition it to function 
independently, gathering its own fuel in 
transit. 

Dissatisfaction has marked eveiy step 
loward the milcnnium of the health, wealth 
and happiness of mankind. Nobody has 
ever thought of anything new or different 
unless spurred on by the inadequacy, of the 
existing order. Distrust of the status quo 
is a longstanding maxim in science, and is 
there demonstrated in its most concrete 
form. Year by year, in the field of medi- 
cine, cures are found for "incurable" 
diseases. Previously impossible processes 
and modes of construction take their place 
in the fields of engineering and architec- 
ture, all obtained through'the agency of 
someone's dissatisfied and questioning 
mind.

the world's work which holds no room for 
improvement, while the will to improve 
exists. It is only when wc lazily decide 
that cverj'thing is for the best that we 
stand still. Indeed, we fall back, as 
nothing stays even constant without con- 
tinual repair and replacement. Everyone 
should find something which should be 
changed, and take a stab at changing it. 
The student has evciy opportunity while 
at the university to view his future milieu 
M-ith a detached eye impossible later. 
Decide now what deser^'cs the axe, and 
what should replace it, and give your life 
some direction and purpose. 

The villains in the story of progress 
have always been the reactionaries and the 
obstinate. In the history of the arts and 
sciences they loom up as stupid and 
maddening ogres. But villains of a like 
nature probably exist at the present time, 
and pass unnoticQfl. The student should, 
at least while he remains as such, preserve 
his dissatisfaction with makeshifts and 
misfits, and nob become a mental fogey 
before his time. 




A Week-end of Opera 

Alphonsine Dies Again. 

Alphonsine Plessis, "une des dernières 
courtisanes qui eurent du coeur", died of 
consumption about the year 1S50, to be 
reincarnated by an almost unbroken line 
of popular actresses of genius from Mme. 
Dnchc to Garbo, and an equally distin- 
guished line of lyric sopranos from Mme. 
Donatelli to Bori, and still the lines con- 
tinue. Dumas' Marguerite Gautier, "La 
Dame Aux Camélias", and Verdi's 
"Traviata" still gasp their last in the arms 
of Ann and and Alfredo respectively, while 
sympathetic throngs look on. Dumas' 
moral of "l'éternelle feminine" is gone, but 
sorrowful talc lives on. 

The unfortunate cii'cumstanccs attend- 
ing the first performance of "La Traviata" 
at Venice in 1853 arc well known; how the 
audience roared with mirth as the fragile 
Violetta— Mme. .Donatelli, one of the 
largest women of her time on or off the 
stage— wasted away and finally passed out 
in the last act. The period was changed 
from nineteenth to sixteenth century, a 
more realistic heroine was engaged and tiie 
opera became the popular favorite that it 
has since remained. 

Friday night's performance of "La 
Traviata" by the Columbia Opera Com- 
pany was a most successful one. The 
difficulties of a travelling opera company 
must be many but, aside from a rather 
inadequate chorus, there were- no signs of 
these difficulties. Ina de Martino, made 
a fine Violetta, combining a pleasing and 
facile voice with a rare dramatic sense; it 
is most agreeable to find a singer whose 
acting is conspicuously good. ^lario 
PaleiTOo's Alfredo and Anthony ]\Icli's 
Germont were both well sung. The opera 
is profuse with popular arias and Friday's 
audience seemed to enjoy them immensely. 
Miss de Martino's "Sempre Libera" and 
her pathetic "Addio del Passato", Mr. 
ralermo'.s deelamatorj' "Questo Donna 
Conoscete", and "Di Provenza II Mar" by 
Mr. Meli were particularly good. Much 
of the success of the performance is due 
to Umberto Mugnai's forceful and careful 
conducting.

A Notable Debut. 

A week of successful "guest appear- 
ances" by McGill students with the 
Columbia Opera Company reached its 
liighest point on Priday when R.A.M. of 
this column made a solo appearance in 
"Traviata". After brilliantly filling wine 
glasses with water in the first act, when 
he appeared as a page, it was his grave 
duty to deliver Violctta's fateful message 
to the grief-stricken Alfredo, in the second 
act. His rather hurried entrance is ex- 
plained by the fact that the stage manager 
aissisted him in his exit from back-stage, 
presumably none too gently. Otherwise 
his performance was impeccable.

Martha. 

With the perfoi-mance of Martha by 
the Columbia Grand Opera Company on 
Saturday afternoon last, grand opera in 
English was introduced to Montreal music- 
lovers at His Majesty's Theatre. Friedrich 
von Flotow's well-known "opera with the 
happy ending" has evidently lost none of 
its popularity over many years, although 
the Columbia's leading soprano and tenor 
in this performance might have done it 
more justice. 

Giving the overture its due of ligH- 
ness, from the first chord there was a 
noticeable lack of depth and background 
in the string sections of the orchestra, 
which became more pronounced as the 
yarioug climaxes jvgre jeached. In the. 




role of Martha, (Lady Harriet) Louisa 
Coronina seemed in poor voice, although 
her stage appearance was excellent. She 
was at her doubtful best in von Flotow's 
interpolation, "The Last Rose of Summer." 
Bernard Poland was definitely disappoint- 
ing in the leading tenor role of Lionel. He 
is of unprepossessing stature, and his acting 
was uncertain and stilted. His voice was 
most effective in the "Farewell" duet of 
the second act, and at its miserable worst 
in the familiar aria, "Like a Dream" 
(M'Appari). 

The secondary roles were much more 
favorably cast. Lloyd Harris as Sir 
Tristan carried off most of the honours 
with a robust and thoroughly satisfying 
portrayal. His bass-baritone was most 
effective in the quick-moving trios in the 
first act. Georgia Standing contributed a 
fine contralto and good sense of stage 
presence to the adequacy of the perform- 
ance. Philip AVhitfield, Plunkett, loomed 
rather comfortingly over his unfortunate 
companion Lionel, and seemed to give a 
sense of security to the proceedings. 
Raoul Carrer as the Sheriff of Richmond 
sang passably, and would have preseiwed 
his dignity remarkably well had he notiost 
his wig in the melee of the last act.

Faust. 

This opera lost none of its charm, 
intrigue, or moral lesson in its presentation 
Saturday night before a near capacity 
audience at His Majesty's. With fine 
voices and considerable acting ability 
holding down most of the principal roles, 
there were only a few weak spots to which 
one could point. Even the chorus, seemed 
more inspired and more at ease than on 
previous nights. For example, they ac- 
tually sang like soldiers in the Soldier's 
Chorus. 

Praise is properly given to Umberto 
Mugnai, the musical director, who was 
responsible for the smooth manner of the 
performance. He extracted from the cast 
the best they had to offer and kept the 
tempo at an even, satisfactory pace. The 
scenery and lighting effects were adequate. 
Unfortunately, however, the stage crew 
switched the fair scene and the public 
square scene, so that one had a fair 
progressing in a public square. 

Alfredo Chigi, in the role of the em- 
bittered adventurer Valentine, was the hit 
of the evening. Armed with a fine operatic 
voice, Chigi acted with a forcefulness and 
sincerity which was lacking in the others. 
His death scene, where he accuses his sister 
Marguerite of his murder, is splendid. It 
is very seldom that one is fortunate enough 
to witness such fine acting. 

Ina de Martino, as the admired 
^larguerite, plays her part with laudible 
restraint. Her voice is pleasant to the ear, 
as long as she doesn't force it and screech, 
as she did in II Traviata. Charles Hart 
has a fine tenor voice which he uses to good 
advantage in the role of the transformed 
Dr. Faustus. Unfortunately he cuts a 
rather ludicrous figure and his. acting 
ability is not sufficient to make his wooing 
look sincere. Georgia Standing, as Mar- 
guerite's maid, provides good comedy relief 
in her flirtation with ]\Iephistopheles. 
Which brings us to the Devil himself. 
Philip Whitfield plays the role, and makes 
a devilish job of it. There is excellent 
opportunity here for a sound characteriza- 
tion, but Whitfield, endowed with a voice 
which is anything but musical, strides 
around the stage like a lost child on a 
blizzardy day with arms dangling at his 
sides as if they were bereft of voluntary 
movement. Apart from this obvious 
weakness,' the opera was favourably com- 
parable to other Montreal presentations of 
a like nature.

■to put up with serious competition 
at the hands of the government 
stations which is liable to force 
tliem from the air-waves com- 
fetely. 

POPULATION FACTOR. 

.Ed Norsworthy, second speaker 
ilor the affirmative, divided his 
. |)0ints under two headings, viz., pro- 
Jgirams and coverage. The density 
^ population in the United States, 
ittie best example of a country with 
jprivately-controUed system, made 
more money available to the spon 
Bors of the programs, and thus more 
money to pay for artists, entertain- 
ers, etc. In Canada, where the popu 
lation is more sparsely settled, and 
the volume of money was therefore 
not available, the only way of en- 
■uring an ample amount of money 
was by having the system complete 
ly backed by the government's re 
eources. As to coverage, before the 
government came on the scene, the 
only areas, with a few exceptions, 
that received the broadcasts by the 
private stations were those in their 
inunediate vicinity. With their 
chain of fifty-thousand watt sta' 
Jions the government has made the 
tadio available to ninety per cent 
of the population, including many of 
those in the remotest areas, 

Second on the Commerce team 
Bnd the negative side, Ed Lemieux 
pointed out that previous to the 
building of the present large sta 
liions, the Government had forbid 
den chain hook-ups which would 
have given increased coverage to 
worthwhile programmes, and the 
new stations were requiring an 
expenditure of 2% to 3 million dol 
lars. Again referring to the B.B.C., 
he emphasized the diversity of con 
ditions between their field and that 
of the C.B.C.; In' Canada, several 
high-powered stations were requir 
ed for the area, and line-charges 
"were a tremendous drain when uni- 
jwrsal coverage was required, while 
lb Britain, one station was sufficient 
ibo, give complete coverage to eight 
|o|ita]. million listeAers. Educational 
iMiâ'cùItliral programmes were pro- 
lilded by thé private systems in the 
iCnited States. Small sectional sta- 
Hions could, better cater to the 
iaivera interests in their own areas, 
|Hid thus a private system could 
liandle broadcasting adequately. 

In his rebutaal. Bob Gibb showed 
llhat the system ultimately planned 
ilor Canada was one under complete 
Jgovemment control, and that state 
jbas not yet been, reached. Even 
imâer a system under private own 
•rship, government censorship 
iwould be used anyway.

This is 
probably one of the most important 
advances in preventive .medicine 
we've ever had." 

MEDICINE, MONEY. 

He likened medicine to a big jig, 
saw puzzle when asked what coun- 
tries have made the most valuable 
contributions to the science. 
"Scarcely any medical discovery 
has been made by any one country," 
said the physician, who has includ 
ed visits to over sixty countries 
during his full career. "I often like 
to think of it as a jig-saw puzzle 
with one country fitting in one 
piece, another a second, and so on.' 

Dj. Heiser had no lengthy com 
ment to make on state medicine, 
explaining his travels Have not al 
lowed him to keep in active touch 
with changes or movements, here. 
He predicted, however, that since 
the benefits of medicine ^are not 
reaching all people. "If the profes- 
sion doesn't do something about it, 
the public will get it In some other 
way." 

Concluding the Interview, Dr, 
Heiser struck a new note in the 
time-worn tune that medicine never 
results in riches: "What do people 
want riches for anyway? Just to 
buy diversions to provide interest- 
ing things for themselves. In medi- 
cine you have all. those thingsi"
